HITLER: 
At War 


Dr. Foster Kennedy is strongly 
anti-Nazi. Dr. Foster Kennedy is 
also oné of New York city's lead- 
ing neurologists. Dr. Foster Ken- 
nedy got interested in Adolf Hit- 
ler's first World war record. 

The general impression was—that 
Hitler had been blinded, in 1918, by 
British poison gds. In his own book, 
Mein Kampf, Hitler says that he 
was wounded on the Somme tn 1916, 
and blinded by gas on the Yser in 
1918, At that time, Hitler was a 
sub-corporal and a meéssdge runner 
in a royal Bavarian reserve regi- 
ment. He had volunteered for this 
in 1914, 

Dr. Kennedy, however, says that 
Hitler’s medical war record was in- 
spected {n 1931 by a close friend of 
his—one of Europe's most distin- 
gulshed medical men, with an in- 
ductive approach to things. The 
record showed that Hitler had had 
only a single hospital admission, and 
that. was for “hysterical amblyopia” 
—that js, “blindness due to hyste- 
ria." Blindness due to hysteria 
means subconselous fear. Dr, Ken- 
nedy says his medical friend looked 
for the record again, in 1934, the 
year after Hitler had come to power. 
The record, by golly, had disap- 
peared.

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Removing Paint, 
UESTION: The plaster ceiling in 
our kitchen was papered sev- 

eral times, and then painted twice. 
Now the paint ts coming off in great 


pleces. We want to take it all off 
and repaint, How can we do it? 
Why is the pajnt peeling off? 

Answer; Walls and ceiling of a 
kitchen become covered with a fine 
film of grease. This may not be 
visible, but it is there, and if it is 
not removed before painting, the 
paint will not stick. This may be 
the réason why your paint has 
peeled. The paint is evidently loose, 
and you should be able to scrape it 
off with a broad putty knife, A so- 
lution of three pounds of washing 
soda to the gallon of water will soft- 
en the paint after remaining on for 
a few minutes, but you should be 
careful not to get this on the wood- 
work or any other paint that fs not 
to be removed. Follow by ample 
rinsing with clear water, and allow 
the wall to dry thoroughly before 
; repainting.

WHENEVER I make a trip to 

New England I like to bring 
back something to remind me that 
there have been about 15 genera- 
tions of homemakers in America 
since John Alden and Priscilla set 
up housekeeping in Plymouth col- 
ony. This time my treasure was 
the pair of ancient flat irons you 
see here in use as book ends for 
my work-room library of loose leaf 
binders. Setting them up remind- 


ed me that I have been wanting to- 


show you my method of fastening 
booklets in ring binders. 

I use %-inch wide gummed tape. 
Pieces 2%-inches long are folded 
in half.
